FACTS PRESENTED IN 
FAVOR OF PROJECT 


Friends of the Mississippi 
Confident Nothing Can 
Now Defeat Use of River 
for Wer.

WASHINGTON, June 18.—It looks 

as if the Mississippi River project, 


as an obvious means. of relieving 
railroad congestion during the war. 
had gained ground to such an extent 
within the last’ 24 hours that noth- 
ing can defeat it. 

The most encouraging development 
came on yesterday, when it became 
known that the President is extreme- 
ly sympathetic with the plan to eqrip 
the river between St. Louis and New 
Orleans with Government boats and 
barges to facilitate delivery at the 
teaboard of supplies for the Ameri- 
can army in France, and it is believed 
that he will, if necessary, give the 
project his indorsement. 

The President has already acted.in 
two inland waterway projects which 
he considecrea essential to war trans- 
portation, that on the upper Missis- 
sippi, to ‘which $3,360,000 of the 
shipbuilding fund has been devu'ed, 
for transportation with Government 
é¢quipment of iron ore from northern 
mines to stéel mills at St. Louis, 
which have important war contracts, 
and coal. from St. Louis to Northern 
flour mills; and that of the Lllinvis 
eanal, to which he gave $150,000 
irem his personal war fun’ to dJeenen 
a stretch of water necessary to trans- 
portation of coal needed for war 
manufacturing in Chicago. 

Considered to’ Clinch It. 

‘erhe assurance that the President 
does not intend to permit waterways 
which can serve in the emergency tu 
go unused is considered by the peo- 
ple who are here from the valley to 
settle the question as to the lower 
Mississippi, and they are departing 
for home with the feeling that the 
fight has been won. In presenting 
the case for the river before Judge 
Prouty and Commissioner Meyer on 
yesterday, Senator Reed said: 


“This recoinmendation comes from 
two authoritative war bodies, the 
Council of National Defense, of which 
both the Secretaries of War ard 
Navy are members, and the Imland 
Waterways Committee created by 
the Director General of Railroads to 
recommend to him waterways: which 
could be used in the great task of 
war transportation. Congress his 
never turned down one recommenda- 
tion made for winning the war by 
the Council of defense. That is what 
this is. It is not something brought 
here by the Mississippi Valley, but 
originating here from the Govern- 
ment itself.’’ 


Judge Prouty told the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent after the hear- 
ing that the decision in so far as it 
rests with Commissioner Meyer and 
himself,.will be quickly made. Both | 
were plainly impressed by the evi- | 
dence that the railroads are and 
will be unequal to the great burden 
put upon them. Business men from 
every considerable city on the Mis- 
sissippi and its tributaries expressed 
this opinion. They told of the diffi- 
culty they have had and are having 
now to get their products to the

M’CULLOCH SEES 7 ’2 CENT 
COIN AS FUTURE POSSIBILITY 


Nickel Has Lost Its Popularity, U. R. 
Head Writes in Company 
Bulletin. 

In the current issue of the United 
Railways Bulletin, Richard McCul- 
loch, president of the company, ex-: 
presses the belief that the Govern- 
ment may soon be called on to issue 
a 7%-cent coin for the convenience 
of the public, ‘‘because the nickel has 
lost its standing as the most popular 
coin of small denomination, and a 
new coin will be needed for carfare.”’ 

McCulloch writes that it is quite 
evident that the extra cent fare now 
in effect will not be sufficient to pay 
the company’s employes the increase 
in wages recently granted, and says 
the company is not earning as much 
under the new 6-cent fare, with the 
increased scale of wages, as it did 
under the 5-cent fare and old wage 
scale. 

Hé admonishes the conductors to 
make sure that all fares have been 
collected and accounted for so that 
they may profit thereby through the 
increase in wages granted on the 
basis of the 6-cent fare.

J. C. Jackson of 1007A Pine street 
was identified from his photograph 


today by his accomplices as the man 
who, under the name of “Spencer,’ 
planned and helped-execute the theft 
of United Railways franchise refer- 
endum petitions from a safe in Cigar- 
makers’ union headquarters, 615 
Chestnut street, Saturday morning. 
Detectives found in a trunk in 
Jackson’s room a shop pay envelope 
of the United Railways Co., on which 
was written the name “Jackson, J. 
G.,’’ with the amount, $815.10; the 
adidress, Jefferson and Geyer ave- 
nues, of the car’‘sheds, and a date, 
Feb. 18, 1918. The trunk also con- 
tained numbered badges such as are 
worn on the caps of motormen and 
conductors 
A photograph of Jackson, taken 
from his room, was identified by Wil- 
liam R. Petty, peape janitor and con- 
in the robbery, as 
that encer, * the man who 4i-| 
rected the safe robbéry.- It also was 
identified by Frederick C. Picker, 
with an office at 401 Wright Build- 
ing, as ‘“Spencer,’’ to whom Picker 
sold a dictaphone which Jackson and 
Picker installed two weeks ago in 
the office of the Citizens’ Referen- 
dum League, 810 Chestnut street. 
Missing Since Saturday. 
Jackson disappeared from his 
room,’ and his automobile from its 
garage, Saturday morning, after the 
theft was committed, which was two 
days before the expiration of the 
time for filing the petitions, which, 
if sufficient, made mandatory a vote 
of the people on the bill extending 


1948. His accomplices, Petty, Edgar 
C. Kerwin, a locksmith, and William 
Ems, Kerwin’s assistant, have ad- 
mitted that they received a total of 
$975 from Jackson for participation 
in the robbery. 

Letters in Jackson’s trunk were 
addressed to him at postoffice box 


No. 1035, and a bank book showed 
that he kept an account at the Cen- 
tral National Bank. He also had 
rented a safety deposit box at the 
Night and Day Bank, the contents of 
which Circuit Attorney McDaniel, 
who today started a grand jury in- 
vestigation of the theft, took steps 
to impound.

All the articles found in the trunk 
were turned over to Circuit Attorney 
McDaniel, and will be exhibited to 
the grand jury. Petty also will make 
a statement to the grand jury of his 
part in the robbery and in installing 
the dictaphone.

RISK OF OWN LIFE 


American Lieutenant Recom- 
mended for the French Legion 
of Honor for Gallantry. 


By the Associated Press. 

WITH THE AMERICAN FORCES 

ON THE MARNE, Monday, June 17. 

Second Lieutenant John T. Bissel 
of Pittsburg has been recommended 
for the French Legion of Honor for 
distinguished gallantry displayed re- 
cently at Chateau Thierry. His ex- 
ploit was referred to in Associated 
Press dispatches of June. 5. 

The story of his conduct offers a 
thrilling example ofan officer's dis- 
regard for his own life in order that 
the men under his command might 
reach safety. It was on June 2 that 
Lieut. Bissel, with a party of 10 
machine gunners, was throwrf in to 
help stem the German advance. 

The party was ordered into Cha- 
teau Thierry, where they crossed to 
the north bank of the Marne and set 
up their guns in the streets behind 
whatever protection they could 
gather, using boxes, tables and 
stones. The town was drenched 
with shells, but the Americans held 
out until the Germans finally rushed 
the town and some of the enemy 
crossed a bridge to the south side of 
the river to one: side of Bissel’s po- 
sition. The bridge was then blown 
uD. | 
Meanwhile American and French 
machine. gunners on the. southern 
bank of the Marne began a fire that 
swept the second’ bridge, Liett. Bis- 
sel’s only, avenue of escape. The 
Lieutenant saw the situation. He 
left his men in a place of .compara- 
tive: safety,» went out tothe north 
end of the bridge and, facing a hail 
of machine. gun bullets, got into a 
position’ where. the gunners, on the 
south side of the river céuld see 
him. 

Bullets sang aroynd him: until the 
Americans and French on the other 
side saw that.it was an, American 
who dared: to show: himself. When 
the firing ceased Lieut. Biesel_ re- 
turned’ to the place where he had 
left his men and pushed them across 
the bridge.

THIRD LOAN CERTIFICATES DUE 


Block of $543,000,000 Take Up Most 
of U. S. Treasury Free Balance. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 18.—A block 
of $543,000,000 treasury certificates 
of indebtedness issued March 22 in 
preparation for the Third Liberty 
Loan fell due today and their pay- 
ment virtually took most of the free 
balance expected from income and 
excess profits tax payments. Re- 
ceipts from taxes began to roll into 
the Treasury today, but they were 
accompanied by so many tax certifi- 
cates presented for redemption or in 
payment of taxes that the free cash 
remainder may not be more than 
$700,000,000. Part of the certificates 
due for payment today also have 
been turned in on Liberty Loan pay- 


About a billion dollars in certifi- 
cates which preceded the third loan 
remain outstanding. They will be 
redeemed in two blocks, July 9 and 
July 18, respectively. 

Revenue collectors will not report 
receipta in full until after next Tues- 
day, the last day on which taxes may 
be paid without imposition of de- 
linquency penalties.

TEACHES NATURAL 
VOICE INFLECTION

Miss Julia M. Connery Ex- 
plains Her Methods to Pro- 
gressive Oral Advocates 


Delegates Here. 


A method by which she injects 
human inflections into the voices of 
deaf children was demonstrated by 
Miss Julia M. Connery of the Ne- 
braska School for the Deaf before 
the convention of the Society of 
Progressive Oral Advocates, in the 
auditorium of the Washington Uni- 
versity Medical School, at Scott and 
Euclid avenues, yesterday afternoon. 
The voices of children, who, hear- 
ing no sound from birth, have been 
taught mechanically to speak, com- 
monly are flat and expressionless, 
void of color or any variation of 
pitch. 

Miss Connery’s demonstration of 
her discovery that by allowing a 
deaf child to feel the vibrations pro- 
duced by her own sounding of let- 
ters, the child produces those same 
vibrations within himself and hence 
a perfectly sounded letter, ‘were 
watched with a marked degree of 
amazement by the delegates. 

Will Be Employed Here. 

Her success with experiments over 
a period of several years has led to 
her employment by the Central In- 
stitute for the Deaf and _ she will 
come to St. Louis next year. 

Miss Connery used _ three little 
deaf children for her demonstration. 
One, Cornelius Kelly, 6 years old, has 
been her pupil 4n the Nebraska 
school since last December and re- 
sponded readily to all her experi- 
ments. The other two were children 
of the Central Institute for the Deaf, 
with whom she had had no previous 
contact. One of these was a littie 
girl, Betty, 4 years old, who never 
had formed a syllable except the 
babble of babyhood, yet under Miss 
Connery’s direction she was made 
to say clearly and distinctly the first 
words of babies—‘‘ma ma.” Betty 
had had no instruction of any sort 
except for the last three weeks, hav- 
ing entered the Central Institute only 
last month. The third was a little 
girl 8 years old. . All have been deaf 
since birth. 

Miss Connery announced that, un- 
like most instructors, she begins 
with ‘“‘o-e,”’ instead of the vowel ‘‘a” 
and works on the theory that the 
pitch of the human voice is low B- 
flat, instead of F. 

She first made Cornelius to pro- 
duce the “o-e,’”’ which is the sound 
of the owl’s “whoo” without the 
“wh,” or the common sound of the 
child when it shrinks from the dark. 

Miss Connery first produced the 
sound with great fullness, puffing 
out her cheeks with air and emit- 
ting the letter with marked reso- 
nance. While she was sounding the 
vowel she placed the tips of Cor- 
nelius’ fingers on her cheek near the 
lips. She then quickly transferred 
the boy’s fingers to his own cheek 
at the same point near his lips. In- 
stantly Cornelius produced the “o-e”’ 
with the same resonance as that de- 
veloped by Miss Connery. 

Surprise for the De 

She then sent WGornelius, _ still 
sounding his ‘‘o-e,” down into the 
audience. The delegates put their 
hands on Cornelius’ head and ex- 
pressions of surprise came into their 
faces. A Post-Dispatch reporter put 
his hand on Cornelius’ head and 
found that it was buzzing as if a 
hive of bees were inside. Miss Con- 
nery explained that the sense of vi- 
bration quickly develops to an un- 
usual point in the child’s head under 
her experiments. 

Miss Connery then duplicated her 
experiment with Betty, 4 years old, 
who never before had been asked to 
talk by vibration. Her response was 
prompt and though her ‘“o-e” had 
not the same strength as that of r- 
nelius, yet it had the same tone and 
quality. The third little subject like- 
wise produced the letter. 

Miss Connery next produced an 
“n” in the children and then an 
“ng.” The little children, who never 
have heard an “ng” with their ears, 
made it to sound quite perfectly. 

Then the letters were combined 
into “no,” and even little Betty, 
catching the word on her finger tips, 
gave an emphatic “no.” 

Miss Connery then produced sev- 
eral “nos,” accenting every third 
‘no,” making it a three-four time 
sing-song, as “NO, no,no—no, no,no, 
no,no.”” Each child repeated \the 
string with emphasis properly 
placed, stopping only when the vi- 
bration in their finger tips ceased. 
The next demonstration with Cor- 
nelius showed how Miss Connery de- 
velops pitch in deaf voices. i 

A piano was used and Cornelius 
heard that also through his fingers. 
He was placed behind the instru- 
ment with his fingers resting lightly 
on the sounding board. Miss Con- 
nery struck a low chord, repeating 
it in measured time. From behind 
the piano, Cornelius broke into a 
“bub-bub-bub-bub,” having caught 
the pitch of the chord better than 
some grown folk when they sing 
“The Star-Spangled Banner.” 

Miss Connery, without warning 
and with Cornelius where he could 
not see the keyboard, shifted her 
chords to a higher register and 
instantly Cornelius’ little head went 
into the air as his “bub-bub-bub” 
followed the pitch. 

Cornelius was made to perform 
another experiment with the piano. 
Miss Connery marked “high” and 
‘low” on a blackboard. Cornelius 
was placed at the sounding board 
and Miss: Connery struck one high 
note and three low notes. Cornelius 
went to the board and drew one 
mark under “high” and three marks 
under “low.” 


The next exercise was for the pur-

those grownups who mumble their 
words. 

It was with the letter “e.” Mrs. 
Connery started the proper vibration 
with a long sigh, placing the chil- 
dren’s fingers to her lips as she ex- 
pelled her breath. She then pro- 
nounced the ‘“‘e’’ with the children’s 
fingers again at her lips, quickly 
handing them a piece of cardboard 
to place to their mouths. The “e” 
came from the children’s 
with its proper peculiar buzzing 
sound. Little Betty did not at first 
get the significance of the tickle at 
her lips, but after a few trials her 
‘fe’ lost its flatness and had the buzz. 
Miss Connery explained that the 


the tickle of blowing into a blade of 
grass and produced on the chil- 
dren’s lips by the cardboard has thé 
effect of bringing their words out 
onto their lips, instead of imperfect 
discharge from recesses of the 
mouth. 

From then on, Miss Connery pro- 
duced words in the children by their 
touching her cheek- as_ she . pro- 
nounced them until little Betty got 
her “ma-ma,” which was like the 
‘‘mom-mom-mom” of the infant, so 
dear a first word to mothers, but 
heretofore denied to Betty’s mother 
Miss Connery said that her method 
of voice-building would soon result in 
naturalness, power and flexibility in 
deaf children’s voices which other- 
wise would be a whispered monotone. 
Progressive oral advocates are 
those who discard all use of signs 
in communication of the deaf. They 
teach lip reading to hear and actual 
speech to convey thoughts, stead 
of allowing the child to lapse into 
dumbness also through use of signs. 
Incidentally, their art stood well 
for some of the’ delegates. Spots of

TEMPEST 
BADLY HANDICAPPED 


Stage Draperies Torn Away by 
Public Safety Director; 17 


Persons See Play in Hotel. 


By RICHARD L. STOKES. 
A NOTABLE instance of artistic 


enthusiasm in the ascendancy 
over dismaying handicaps was 


| provided by the performance of “‘The 


Tempest” last night in the first-floor 
dining room of the Statler Hotel, 
with which the Elsie Herndon 
Kearns Players, recruited from the 
Ben Greet Company and the Coburn 
Players, opened a series of five clas- 
sic plays. 

During the afternoon Director of 
Public Safety McKelvey swooped 
down upon the troupe and com- 
pelled them to tear away the dra- 
peries and settings which were to 
depict Prospero’s enchanted island. 
His ground was that it is against the 
law to set up a theater in a hotel, 
which does not comply with the stat- 
utes regulating showhouses. 

The result was a stage almost as 
primitively nude as that of Shak- 
speare’s day. There was a platform 
of board, with a coupie of logs for 
the actors to sit on, and with rows 
of palms for wings. The backdrop 
had the bewildering effect of 
doubling the actors on the stage, and 
also of revealing them as they await- 
ed their entrances, for it was com- 
posed of the array of mirrors in the 
east doors of the room. Thefefore 
the elaborate lighting effects which 
were planned went to wreck. 

In addition—whether the engage- 
ment was too suddenly arranged to 
admit adequate advertising, or the 
heat was feared, or the Italian cab- 
aret simultaneously in progress in 
the hotel’s roof garden proved a 
more alluring attraction—the at- 
tendance was such as would have 
taken the heart out of a less spirited 
tompany. By actual count, exactly 
17 persons were present. 

Yet the actors could not have 
played with more zest had the room 
been crowded. What is more, not 
often has the genius of Shakspeare 
shown forth more resplendent than it 
did through the sheer vividness of 
acting, the eloquence of elucution 
and the keerfness of charactér por- 
trayal achieved by these players, be- 
reft as they were of nearly all the 
mechanical reinforcements of stage- 
craft. 

“A Freckled Whelp, Hag-Born.”’ 

In particular, the Caliban of Hen- 
ley Edwards was a portentous cre- 
ation. The monster’s snarlings were

loping into view on all fours. His 
makeup was a triumph in itself—the 
fangs hanging over the lower lip, the 
fur on the neck and breast, the 
spines of some beast of the sea 
bristling along the back, the green- 
hued face with little glaring red 
eyes. In spirit the portrayal was 
worthy of this brutish exterior, 
whether the mooncalf cursed Pros- 
pero with savage growls, or pursued 
Miranda with barkings of lust, or 
voiced his raucous adoration of the 
drunken Stephano. 

In contrast, Miss Theodora Keene’s 
Ariel was of elfin fineness and quick- 
silver sprightliness, mingled with the 
appealing wistfulness of a spirit of 
air condemned to do human bidding 
while yearning for liberty. George 
Carlton Somnes, with his finely 
carved features and impressive bear- 
made vital the majestic figure 
of Prospero. Miss Kearns was win-

G ars peas are among the most

possible. Shell and sort, putting 
only peas of the same size and de- 
gree of ripeness together. 

Blanching (dipping into hot wa- 
ter) is very important. Blanch by 
dipping the shelled peas in a clean 
cheesecloth sack, into boiling water 
one to four minutes, depending on 
the age of the, peas. Put instantly, 
while hot, into‘cold water (1 tea- 
spoonful salt to 1 quart water) and 
remove after about 30 seconds. 

Drain and pack to within one-half
